During his stay In India, he learned

Dallaire, "live in bungalows 
made of cement, brick, wood and mud, 
while the poorer classes house 
them- 


selves in straw and bamboo huts. They 
feed on rice and curry and their reli- 
gion is divided Into many castes. The 
majority of the natives will not allow 
any one of opposing caste to touch any 
of .their utensils or clothing, and 
if 


such would be the case, they will at 
once go to the head clergyman to have 
said utensils purified. There are many 
Christian churches in India as well as 
orphanages and colleges, and the ma- 
jority of missionaries are French. 


The inhabitants of India encounter 


three months of rainy weather during 
tho year, and this seems to satisfy the 
Hindoo first rate for he is not fond of 
work, and as long as the bad weather 
keeps up. the native will stay In hi 
hut. 
The principal products of the 


country are cotton, opium and vegeta- 
bles- 
During the spring and summer 


months the rivers become dry and in 
the towns, a large reservoir is built on 
a hill, where a water supply is kept-in 
case of emergency^ 
But in the cities 


there are up-to-date water works. 


"When a Hindoo dies, his body with 


Ihe exception of the head is wrapped 
in a colored cloth, and lie is placed on 
a stretcher and 
carried 
to a field 


where burial takes place. The body is 
preceded by a hand and a Hindoo who 
fiances and sings as he poes 
along, 


then comes the parents. 
Others are 


cremated and their ashes . arc scat- 
tered to the four winds."
